For Farmers of West 


From Farm and Ranch Review 

We were accused in a letter 
from a reader last month of de- 
liberately trying to drive a wedge 
between the farmers of Canada 
and the urban workers, At the 
CCF convention in Winnipeg the 
delegates tried once again to 
demonstrate an alleged unity of 
interest of western farmers and 
city workers. Recognizing the 
conflict that does exist, the Social- 
ists, like our subscriber, attempt- 
ed to shrug it off as something 
created artificially by reactionary 
newspapers, 

They give newspapers credit 
for having far too much influence 
on their readers, The fact is that 
this conflict of interest is basic in 
our society, It will remain so 
under any other type of society. 
The reality of this conflict led, 
in Russia, both to the mass en- 
slavement of the city workers 
and the mass extermination of the 
peasants, How many millions of 
lives were sacrificed in an effort 
tf reconcile the basic differences 
wil] never be known, Yet the con- 
flict remains even today. 

Our main objection to the argu- 
ments of the Socialists is that, 
being imported from the United 
from Europe, they 
have no relation to the Canadian 
facts, The argument is that the 
farmers depend, for prosperity, 
upon the purchasing power of the 
urban workers. A high level of 
wages in the cities means higher 
prices for the farmers, Farmers, 
too, according to the Socialist 
theme, must have a high level of 
income in order to provide a 
profitable market for the produc- 
tion of city factories. 


, 
Arguments 
Are False 

Now, as we have conceded be 
fore, in certain places and under 


certain conditions, these argu- 
ments are sound enough. It is 
when they are transferred to 
Western Canada that they be- 
eome transparently false 


In Ontario, for example and 
around the big cities of the con- 
tinent, they have an obvious 
validity, High wage rates in the 
factories of Windsor, London, 
Toronto, Chicago, New York and 
Pittsburgh, mean that the farm- 
ers for many miles around can 
sell their potatoes, eggs, milk, 
cheese, butter, meat and poultry 
for profitable prices, They in 


turn will have money enough to 
buy cars and radios and other 
gadgets. Conversely, in the days 
of mass unemployment, there was 
no market even at give-away 
prices for the specialized prod- 
ucts of the city-feeding facmers. 

But none of these conditions 
apply in the west, Our production 
of food is so great that if the 
urban workers ate a loaf of 
bread and two pounds of steak at 
each meal they cou'd not begin 
to consume it all. Three out of 
every four bushels of wheat 
grown in western Canada must 
be sold abroad, It must be sod 
at prices which our customers 
can afford to pay. 

The interest of westein agri- 
culture is in keeping the prices 
of its products at moderate lev- 
els. There is no prosperity for 
us in $3 wheat today and 30- 
cent wheat next year. Our income 
as producers of primary foods is 
not increased at all oy rising 
factory wages, But our costs of 
production are raised as wage 
rates go up. That is the nub of 
the problem, the milk in the co- 
coanut, 

Wage increases are inevitably 
followed by price increases As 
soon as the railway employes got 
a pay boost, the railways ap- 
plied for still higher freight 
rates, The unions gave the appli- 
cation their formal blessings 
They said, in effect: “We've got 
ours, now you go and get yours 
out of the producers and the con- 
sumers,” These increased wages 
hence, will be paid for by the 
consumers, But they will be paid 
particularly by the people of the 
west and extra-particularly by the 
farmers who are the great con- 
sumers of heavy equipment 


Cattle 
Prices 


Nor is that all. As we have said 
before, the price of cattle in east- 
ern Canada is based upon the 
supply of local producers. West- 
ern livestock, shipped to the east- 
ern market, must absorb the 
freight. Thus increased wages 
meay higher costs of production 
for the farmers, and on certain of 
his crops a lower market peice, 

We concede at once that these 
arguments do not apply with at 
all the same force to the small 
scale market farmers in southern 
Ontario and Quebec, Our in- 


terest in them is academic at 
best. They have shown, through 
the years, ample ability to take 
care of themselves. 

If they choose to buy the Social- 
ist theory that some nice, neat, 
painless system of marketing can 


be devised by consumers-pro- 
ducers boards, which will set 
prices that are both fair and 


satisfactory to both sides, that is 
their concern, But when western 
farmers flirt with this nostrum 
they are flirting with d.saster, 

We are in the business of grow- 
ing food for export. Double or 
treble the wages of the railway 
workers, the factory workers and 
the store clerks and it will not 
increase the income of a single 
western wheat farmer by a single 
dollar, But it will increase his 
costs to such an extent that he 
will be driven bankrupt by even 
$3 wheat.

The two bombs of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki between’ them 
claimed 300,000 victims, 4 scale of 
destruction never before dream- 
ed of. Of the 300 doctors of Hiro- 
shima only 40 survived to attend 
the stricken remnants of the 
population. In a single instant, 
1,800 of the known total of 2,400 
registered nurses of Hiroshima 
were elimingted, Not a hospital 
in the entire city remained un- 
damaged and some were com- 
pletely demolished. Of the 33 
modern fire stations, 26 were use- 
less after the blast and three 
quarters of the firemen either 
killed or missing; thousands of 
fires burned unchecked among 
the dead and dying for there 
were neither means nor people to 


fight them. Yet the Hiroshima 
bomb has by this time become 
merely an_ historic squib; the 


latest editions can do much bet- 
ter. 

But the atomic bomb has yet 
more to its credit. For the first 
time in history, man has found a 
means of contaminating future 
generations. Because the deadly 
gamma rays can induce certain 
changes in the germ cells of 
their victims we now have the 
prospect of mis-shapen and im- 
becile children and grand-child- 
ren and great-grand-children to 
the Nth generation, heritage of 
the atomic bomb. It is this as- 
pect of the weapon—its destruc- 
tive effects on living cells—thar 
justifies the now universally ap- 
plied term of “biological” warfare 
to humanity's latest contribution 
to self-destruction, but the 
bomb represents only one phase 
of it. From this brief state- 
ment, however, it must pe clear 
that the bomb is in a ciass by 
itself and amy compacisons with 
gunpowder, of even the “most 
primitive form”, are nonsense. 

The case has been tersely stat- 
ed by the emergency committee 
of atomic scientists in the follow- 


ing words: 

1, Atomic bombs can now be 
made cheaply and in large num- 
bers, They will become more 
‘lestructive 

2. There is no military defence 

if niet atiiieummed

A desert is one of the stakes, 
in fact a prize, in the Palestine 
conflict, 

The Israeli government an- 
nounced yesterday that its troops 
have taken ancient Beersheba in 
the heart of the Negev, a waste- 
land, 

Why fight for a wasteland? 

Her spokesmen contend that 
she must have the Negev, not 
only for future expansion, but to 
achieve the Jewish dream of a 
modern state with an economy 
evenly balanced between agri- 
culture and industry. 

The Negev is a pretty poor 
area. It is barren, waterless, 
bleak, brown and unfriendly, Jt 
looks incredibly old, and if it 
ever had any value for humans, 
none is apparent now, 

For this reason, it has never 
been mapped. Probably it has 
never been entirely explored. 

Nevertheless, Israel claims It, 
and is expending blood an& treas- 
ure to get it. These are the rea- 
sons: 

The new siate is already feeling 
population pressure, Immigration 
since the enc of the war and par- 
ticularly within the last year, has 
brought the population mark to 
nearly 800,000. 

Many thousands more are walt- 
ing in Europe w go into Pales 


tine. The planning of the Jewish 
agency, before the end of the war 
embraced about 1,000,000 people. 
Some 600,000 Jews were then liv- 
ing in Palestine. 

Population is not the only fac- 
tor. Industrial potentiality—and 
it is only a potentiality now-—is 
equally important, 

During the years of the British 
mandate, the Jews conducted ex- 
tensive experiments and with con- 
siderable success, in areas not 
greatly different from the Negev, 

They were able to organize 
collective farms in other desert 
lands and make them produce, 
They went into the weird land 
bordering on the Sea of Galilee 
and the Dead Sea, prospecting 
for minerals and setting up 
chemical works. 

They propose to do the same 
thing now in the desert of Negev. 
They argue that a state of Israel 
based on agriculture alone cannot 
exist. It would have no coal, iron 
or oil, To import these commodi- 
ties, even for light industry, 
would be beyond the resources of 
the country, they claim 

Whether the Negev holds any 
mineral or other resources 1s un- 
known, of course. Bui it is the 
best hope of Israel and in fact 
the only one.

4, Preparedness against atomic 
war is futile (ie, atiempting to 
build cities underground etc, a 
plan seriously mooted in the 
United States today) and, if at- 
tempted, will ruin the structure 
of our social order. 

5. If war breaks out, atomic

This simple statement of the 
atomic scientists should surely 
convince every newspaper of 
the importance of fighting re- 
lentlessly for peace. But it is 
precisely the opposite attitude 
that is found in your editorial. 

True, there is “far too much 
nonsense talked about the atomic 
bomb” but it does not come from 
scientists who understand what it 
really means; their viewpuint is 
both sober and somber, we can 
assure you. It seems unbeliev- 
able to us that today, three years 
after Hiroshima, there should 
still be found people unfamiliar 
with these basic facts,

It happens fairly regularly 
with those of us whp are lucky 
enough to have a wedge of 
waterfront property. Most of the 
owners where I live are people 
with modest incomes who have 
been living there for several 
years. 

Every so often one of them 
will find the temptation to sell 
at a fat price irresistible, The 
new owners then remodel the 
old summer cottage. In this way 
the whole character of the beach 
is changing. The care-free cot- 
tages are giving way to formal 
dwellings, some with two-car 
garages. 

And yet living on the rim of 
the bay has changed not a whit 
in the 20-odd years that I've 
known it and that is the reason

the bay, 

The beach Is at Its best right 
now, The autumn brings a sense 
of clean bareness. The debris of 
the summer, including the “fort” 
the kidg built, hag been swept 
away by the — strength-testing 
storm, The water, stained choco- 
late all year by the silt from 
the river, is now a cold and 
clear green, The logs and drift- 
wood have been pushed up high 
on the slope of boulders, 

It’s a time when ambition fills 
the beach dwellers. On week- 
ends the mechanical rasp of the 
saws is heard. If a man has the 
time and the energy his wood 
supply is delivered to the door 
for two men on a cross-cut can 
slice up a brace of ripe firs in 
an afternoon, The less enthus- 
jastic simply throw up the 
ready-made fuel of bark and the 
wet driftwood that burns with a 
flame of many strange colors.

Steel Production 


Increase Sought 


At Least One More Blast 


Furnace in Canada Urged 
By Harold Morrison 


OTTAWA, Oct. 22.—(CP)—The government has ap- 
pealed to the Canadian steel industry to help solve Cansar'e 


critical shortage of steel. 


This was confirmed today by an authoritative source 
who added that Trade Minister Howe likely will receive sub- 
missions in two weeks from at least four big steel companies 


on ways to meet the shortage. 


The solution, said a government 
source, is in construction of at 
least another blast furnance with 
1,000-tons-a-month pouring capacity, 

“The problem is not in a lack of 
iron ore, We've plenty of ore, We 
just haven't got enough pouring 
capacity.” 

NO FURTHER CONTROLS 

Meanwhile, the government was 
not planning any further steel con- 
trols such as the one announced by 
Mr. Howe yesterday. 

“We'll wait and see what the 
industry can offer,” the source 
said, Mr. Howe's announcement 
yesterday said that importers of 
American-made structural steel 
will require permits on all Ameri- 
can shipments, The control by 
permit starts next Monday, 

Mr, Howe agreed to a restricted 
supply from the United States 
because of American plans to re- 
build her defences, It brings down 
Canada's import from American 
plants from 1,000,000 to about 800,- 
000 tons a year. 

Defence projects in Canada 
would not suffer because of the 
shortage,
